This fine MS. contains six large and striking miniature paintings, 
very richly illuminated, each snrronnded by a border of beautiful 
floreate scrolls, and accompanied by an ornamental initial contain¬ 
ing a small and delicately painted miniature. The first of the large 
miniature represents the translator offering his work to Philip IV of 
France. The text is adorned by innumerable capital letters in gold, 
blue and red, and much delicate and elaborate ornamental penwork. 

On a vellum fly-leaf is a contemporary “ Epitaphia Uxoris Boetii nomine 

Elpesr

Of pure Flemish style. Roses, daisies, and other flowers, with butter, 
flies and birds, are painted in apparent relief on the pale gold borders. 

The miniatures are highly coloured and not at all of delicate workman¬ 
ship, but they constitute a remarkable pictorial Life of Christ. Beneath 
the figures of SS. Peter and Paul, the letters P <3 joined by a knotted 
girdle are painted in the lower border of one of the miniatures; and the 
same letters (thus P P) are found on the enamel of the clasp. From 
this we may conjecture that the book was illuminated and bound for 
some one in whose name those of the two Apostles were combined; and 
that Ludovicns Bloc bound it for him. Of this Bloc, it is only known 
that several books, printed in Flanders about the end of the fifteenth 
century, are found with the same inscription as is quoted above. He 
probably worked at Bruges.

In the edition published a few years ago by the Haklnyt Society, the editor dwells 
upon the great intrinsic value of Foxe’s text and map, and npon the rarity of the book 
when complete. Henceforward the North-west Fox must rank among the chief of the 
early English books relating to the Hudson’s Bay region; and the value of the original 
edition ought to increase proportionately.

James, a Bristol man of Welsh origin, started in May 1631, and returned in 
September 1632, having met Luke Foxe somewhere in Button's Bay. His record is 
full of hardships and perils, and is said to have supplied Coleridge with some of the 
machinery of his Ancient Mariner. As a good Welshman, James named the region 
south of Hudson's Bay New South Wales, while Foxe who was from Hull called it 
New Yorkshire (—see ante North West Fox). 

James’s Voyage has been reprinted with Foxc*s by the Hakluyt Society. 

In the morocco copy above described the final essay (occupying the last 10 pp.), 
addressed to the students of Cambridge, and (as the title states) “concerning the 
Philosophy of these late Discoveiyes,” is signed X. Z.; in the calf copy it is signed 
William Watts.

This edition, like the Prince ps of 1507, and the Latin translation, consists of 142 
chapters; and must therefore have preceded the Vicenza reissue with 143 chapters. 

It if of excessive rarity ; as may be imagined from the fact that I have never had a 
copy except this one ; and that Harrisee was unable to specify more than two copies, in 
one of which the title was a facsimile. Moreover, he describes the book as consisting 
of 79 unnumbered leaves. The copies he saw wanted probably the four preliminary 
leaves, although in one of them a facsimile title was inserted, which was a great draw¬ 
back, as one of the chief merits of the book is its fine woodcut on the title. 

Inserted in the beginning of the volume is an original Passport or Licence on a 
strip of vellum, written and signed by “ Antonins vespnccius Cancell’ Exu’act’ ”; 
giving to Laurentius de C&mbis, son of Antonios Bernardos de Cambis, the right, as 
Qonfalonerius vemilli unicomi of Florence, to pass to and fro with his company, with 
or without lights, and with or withont arms, throughout the city and its suburbs, for 
four months, namely from 7 January 1513(-14) to 7 May 1514. 

There is no difference between the editions of 1507 and 1508, except that some 
small corrections heie and there are made in the latter, where there had been obvious 
faults easily remedied. This included the transfer of cap. 128 to its proper place: it had 
previously been put between 125 and 126.

This very rare Bible is apparently described in doable by Hain and Brunet, and 
the confusion in Brunet will need a great deal of correction. Hain, who is followed 
by Brunet, sets it down as the work of Kichel at Basel, the British Museum catalogue 
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and some others give it to Sensenschmidt (no second name mentioned) at Nurnberg. 
Mr. Coppinger quietly says “Nurnberg, Sensenschmidt, or Basel, Richel.” It most 
remain an unsettled question for the present. Sensenschmidt and Frisner printed, 
with their names, in 1475, a large Latin Bible, the type of which is wholly different 
from this. Richel published at Basel between 1473 and 1477 more than one or two 
issues of his Latin Bible totally different in every respect from this book.—The type 
used in the Bible described above is singularly like the type of the Pantheologia 
published by Sensenschmidt and Keffer, with their name*, in 1473, bat it is thicker and 
slightly larger. In fact the book would seem to have been printed from types recast 
from the letters of the Pantheologia, and thus perceptibly thickened in face.—if it were 
fair to hazard a conjecture, one might say that this is Keffer’s Bible, and that he printed 
it as his first essay towards the establishment of a separate press of his own after the 
accession of Frisner to partnership wiih Sensenschmidt had changed his position. It 
would, therefore have been a sort of rival to the Latin Bible printed by Sensenschmidt 
and Frisner in 1475 ; and to Koburger’s first edition printed also in that year. 

The paper-mark is the large eight-petalled rose (which is also found in the paper 
need for toe Pantheologia).

This is a splendid example of Marie de Medicis, and of the binder, whoever he was, 
to whom the so-called Eve work ought to be attributed.

This work gives, for the first time, illustrations of the Regimental Badges worn about 
the time of the Battle of Waterloo. They all differ in a variety of ways from the Badges 
now in use. 

Mr. Almack was the happy finder of a MS. book, in which a Silversmith working 
about the year 1805 made pen and ink drawings of the Badges in addition to describing 
them. All of these Badges are here reproduced in facsimile, and the Silversmith’s 
descriptions printed verbatim.

Michel Le Blon was born at Frankfort on the Main, in 1587, where his father 
had sought refuge against Spanish prosecutions. In 1610 he returned to Holland and 
soon alter, in 1611, he published one of his delightful collections of engravings.

Another great trial, dealing with sacrilegious thieves, about 
1100 b.c., forms the subject of the sixth papyrus. As Mr. Newberry remarks, the 
Amherst Papyri are of great importance as completing fragments in other collections, 
or as being complete, or almost so, in themselves, and containing references to events or 
persons named in other papyri.
